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(54) SPRAYABLE FIREPROOFING COMPOSITION 
(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To provide a fireproofing composition providing slurry capable of pumping up with the addition of 
water, spraying and hardening by mixing a hardenable binder capable of being hydrated, a fiber component, a 
clay particle aggregate and an air-entraining agent. 

CONSTITUTION: This fireproofing composition is prepared by mixing a hardenable binder capable of being 
hydrated (e.g. gypsum, Portland cement), a fiber component (e.g. cellulose based fiber, chopped glass 
continuous filament), a clay particle aggregate and an air-entraining agent (e.g. sodium ceolefin sulfonate). 
Where, the blending ratio is adequately about 45-75 wt.% binder, about 4-7 wt.% fiber component, about 20-50 
wt.% clay particle aggregate. The efficient fireproofing treatment for a stmctural member or the like is performed 
by adding water to the resultant fireproofing composition to make the slurry, pumping up it to a spraying device 
by a pump, spraying and applying it oh the stmctural member or the like and hardening it. 
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
